Plioflex represents an important 
advance and a radical departure in 
the field of plastics in that it, is.the 
first elastic plastic capable of being 
vulcanized during molding opera- 
tions.

of synthetic rubber is now known 
in this country. 

While .only time and _ further 
studies will determine the value of 
Plioflex for automobile tires, there 
is ample demonstration of the use- 
fulness of the new material in a 
wide variety of other applications. 

Tests have already demonstrated 
that it is superior to natural rubber 
in one immensely important as- 
pect. It is not affected by the sun's 
rays. . 

It is a well known fact that nat- 
ural rubber is highly sensitive to 
the ultra-violet radiation of the sun 
and for this reason the life of many 
rubber prods is greatly shorten:

and soles of shoes, and for coated 
fabrics and papers. 

It is expected that many of these 
fabrics will find uses in the uphol- 
sterinig of furniture, for luggage. 
raincoats, other clothing, wall cov- 
erings, draperies, bookbinding, it.- 
sulated wire, jar rings, etc. 

The material has proved ‘sc suc- 
cessful for heels and soles of shoes 
that the company could use 104,000 
pounds of ita month for this pur- 
pose if war priorities did not make 
it impossible to get the necessary 
raw materials. 

Plioflex can also be made in 
finishes that resemble leather and 
one possibility is a Plioflex shoe 
with uppers made from the material 
as well as soles and heels. Such 
uppers Would be unique, scientists 
of the laboratory say, in that they 
would require no polishing merely 
wiping with a damp cloth.

‘The meeting of British Dominion 
Prime Ministers in London has 
again directed attention to the na- 
ture and construction of what Mr. 
Churchill has designated as the 


“British Empire and Common- 


or attack, it has weathered all vic- 
issitudes and survived every crisis 
including, it is now assured, the 
latest and gravest crisis in its ex- 
istence—the present war. It may no 
longer be able to claim pre-emtin- 
ence in a world in which the 
United States and Russia are bound 
to play at least equal roles but it 
is still a gigantic Power, and, as 
Mr. Ghurchill emphasized recently 
and as the London conference Je- 
smonstrates, it is more united with- 
in itself than ever before. 

This raises the question as to the 
sources of its strength and the na- 
ture of the ties that bind its far- 
flung territories into an entity able 
to act as one Great Power. The most 
striking feature in any answer to 
that question is that, however large 
its material resources and however 
valiant the breed of men that lives 
in it, its main source of both stab- 
ility and strength must be sought 
in the sphere of the moral impond- 
erables which in its own particular 
case may be said to comprise two 
main factors—the conseni of the 
governed within the Empire and 
Commonwealth, and the acceptance 
and support of a large part of the 
world outside of it, most especially 
‘the United States. : 

Born as a late~-comer in an age of 
imperialism and expansion, and 
reaching its full size more by acct- 
dent than by design, it prospered 
when other empires shvank, and 
today has become the freest and 
most liberal international organiza- 
tion in history. Those of its mem- 
bers who developed a_ separate 
rationhood have become indepen- 
«nt nations, maintaining with the 
tcotherland a traditional but now 
wholly voluntary association; those 
who still fall short of such a deyel- 
opment have every opportunity for

OLD AGE PENSIONS 
RESTRICTIONS REMOVED 

Another forward step. in social 
legislation was taken when Hon. 
J. L. Iisley, Minister of Finance, 
announced that restrictions on 
earnings of those entitled to old 
age pensions or pensions for the 
blind have been relaxed. Some 
time ago the old age: pension. was 
increased by Federal action from 
$20 to $25 a month but the pension 
was reduced if the recipient had an 
income of more than $65 a year 
from other sources. The allowable 
outside income is now increased to 
$125 a year, without. reduction of 
pension. Thus a pensioner can now 
receive a total of $425 ‘a year in- 
stead of $365 as formerly. 

This will benefit people 
small incomes who ‘could not pre- 
viously qualify for the increase be- 
cause of outside earnings. or in- 
come. Residence requirements have 
also been relaxed so as to remove 
hardship which had arisen in a 
number of cases because persons 
otherwise entitled to a pension 
were barred by technicalities from 
receiving it.

CUT IT EARLY

* Hay which is cut early is more 
nutritious than that which is cut 
late. A chemical analysis by the 
‘Chemistry Division, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, shows that 
red clover ‘cut when 50 per cent in 
bloom contained 26 per cent more 
protein, 7 per cent more calcium 
and 4 per cent more phosphorus 
than red clover with 80 per cent of 
the heads turned brown. Timothy 
well headed out contained 45 per 
cent more protein, 8.per cent more 
calcium and 40 per cent, more 
phosphorus than timothy in full 
bloom. Alfalfa when 5 per cent in 
bloom contained 19 per cent more 
protein, about the same amount of 
calcium and 2 per cent more phus- 
phorus than’ alfalfa cut whew just 
past full bloom. 

As considerable winter-killing oc 
curred last winter in old meadows 
and in some parts of Eastern Cana- 
da, abnormally dry conditions have 

| retarded the growth of hay very 
considerably this year so that the 
prospects are for a short hay crop. 
Under these circumstances it 
should be mote necessary this year 
to harvest the hay so as to obtain 
the greatest feeding value possible. 
Red clover should be cut not later 
than full bloom, alfalfa in ‘about 
one-tenth bloom and timothy just 
before bloom. As the haying season 
may stretch over a period of sever- 
al weeks, it is well to commence 
operations some what éarlier than 
the maturities suggested in order to 
prevent the later cuttings from be- 
ing too mature. 

» Cutting early, curing with as little 
exposure to sun and rain as possible 
and storing under suitable condi- 
tions will assist in increasing the 
feeding value of a light hay crop.

Weeds Take Three Bushels to the 
Acre 


with the aid of our prairié Univer- 
sities, and the Dominio 
mental Farms, has recently finish- 
ed a survey in which they attempt- 
ed to find out the amount of the 
crop taken each year by weeds. 

The results are startling. They 
calculate that weeds take about 20% 
of all crops each year, which 
amounts to approximately 3 bush- 
els of wheat to the acre. and in 
total money value comes to: over 
$30,000,000.00 a year, which farm- 
ers lose because of the moisture 
and plantifood stolen by weeds 
“rowing in the grain crops. 

Tt is perhaps impossible. to farm 
on our prairies under present con- 
ditions without any weeds. It does 
seem, however, as though the great 
losses taken by weeds could be cut 
down considerably. It must be re- 
membered that this loss of 209% re- 
presents net profit which the farm- 
er has actually worked: for, and 
earned, when he ploughs and cul- 
tivates his land, sows and harvests 
his crop. It is exactly as though, 
after he had sold his grain, and put 
the money in the bank, some one 
had come along and stolen 20% of 
his money.

An effective disinfectant white- 
wash is made by dissolving 50 Ib. 
of lime in 8 gallons of boiling wat- 
er; then add 6 gallons of hot water 
which has 10 Ib, of alum and one 
Ib: of salt dissolved in it. Add a 
can of lye toevery 25 gallons of the 
mixture, Also add one Ib. of cement 
to every 3 gallons, and stir thor- 
oughly, A quart of creosote disin- 
fectant may be used instead o7 the 
lye, but lye is to be preferred when 
the: colour is to be kept white. 

Another whitewash in smaller 
volume may be made as follows: 
into a large clean tub put one bush- 
el of lump lime and slake it with 
Strain the liquid through a fine 
sieve, then add 3 lb. of commercial 
sulphate of zinc, 1 Ib. of alum, and 
2 Ib. of common salt, the alum and 
the salt having been previously dis- 
solved in hot water. 

Another standard ° recipe is— 
Slake one-half bushel of lump lime 
with boiling water in a barrel; 
Strain, and add one quarter-peck 


of salt dissolved in warm water, 
3% Ib. of flour made into a_ thin 
quarter Ib. of glue dissolved in 
warm water, It is recommended

Since it has .been demonstrated 


beyond question that the .stock-carry 
ing capacity and productivity of 
Pastures can be doubled in one sea- 
son by rational fertilizing, there has 
been a renewal of interest in the sub 
ject among farmers in all parts of 
the Dominion, Earlier attempts at 
pasture improvements were directed 
too much perhaps toward the rather 
poor permanent grass areas. Al- 
though on these the practice has pro- 
ved remarkably profitable, still great 
er success-has followed the applica- 
tion of fertilizers to p and 
hay in the rotation, or on the better 
soils where there exists already a 
reasonably good stand of desirable 
grasses and legumes. 

Ammonium nitrate, containing 329% 
of nitrogen - half as ammonia and 
half as nitrate - is a Canadian pro- 
duct processed and conditioned 
against hardening. It is the ideal 
nitrogen fertilizer and the only do- 
mestic source of nitrate nitrogen 
hitherto supplied by imported nitrate 
of soda. Canadian ammonium nitrate 
is in great demand in the United 
States where it is being used very 
extensively for pastures and the top- 
dressing or site-dressing of truck 
and garden crops and orchards. 

Ammonium nitrate contains twice 
as much nitrogen as is present in 
nitrate of soda and should be applied 
at half the rate to obtain the same 
results. Its nitrate nitrogen acts im- 
mediately, the ammonia nitrogen 
somewhat more gradually, It is par- 
ticularly suitable for spring top dres- 
sing of grass pastures and timo thy 
meadows, or for bringing on fall 
wheat that has wintered badly, It 
Should be remembered that a pound 
of nitrogen in the fertilizer is capable 
of producing over six pounds of pro- 
tein in the crop, so 100 Ibs of ammon- 
jum nitrate should yield 200 Ibs of 
protein per acre. Fertilized crops are 
richer in protein, minerals and vit- 
amins,

Edmonton ~ With the help . of 
police, physicians and medical of- 
ficers of the armed forces, it has 
been possible for the.Alberta De- 
partment of Public Health to find 
and bring under treatment 73° per 
cent of persons who during 1943 
were sources of venereal-disease in- 
fection. This, was the statement of 
Mrs. Hilda W ait pide 
gist in the departme division of 
Social Hygiene. Mrs. Taititon spoke 
in support of the educational cam- 
paign of the Alberta Junior Gham- 


Mrs. Tainton hescribed pains 
taken to trace.sources of infection 
‘ahd the.persuasion attempted be- 
fore there is any recourse to legal 
action to bring infected individuals 
under treatment. The discovery and 
bringing under treatment of indivi- 
duals who otherwise would be a 
serious menace to public health 
was described as the most import- 


ant and most. effective single 


weapon in the control of venereal 


disease. 

Syphilis ranks high in the causes 
of death, Mrs. .Tainton said. It short 
ened life, was responsible for 10 
per. cent of all blindness, 10° per 
cent of all mental disease, and 15 
per cent of heart disease. She urg- 
ed expectant. mothers to have a 
Wassermann test before the fifth’ 
month of pregnancy to safeguard 
babies against congenital syphilis.

The Dominion government is 
working out comprehensive plans 
for post-war readjustment in Can- 
ada, designed to maintain rural and 
urban prosperity at present levels 
at least. - 


The federal program. for social 
and economic measures is also well 
advanced. The floor under farm 
prices, family allowances, low in- 
terest rates, easier credit and other 
steps cdn and will be ‘taken by the 
Dominion. But because of provin- 
cial authority under the British 
North America Act, other measures 
require agreement and action of the 
provinces. 

It is hoped that the necessary 
understanding can be reached at 
thé dominion-provincial conference 
which, observers here believe, will 
be one of the most important events 
of the year from the standpoint of 
assuring a high post-war standard 
of living in Canada, 

Greund-work for provincial co- 
operation is being laid by keeping 
the provinces informed in advance 
and almost continuous consultation 
in various forms regarding the pro- 
blems to be solved.
